The Senate today confirmed 
Sumner T. Pike of Maine for a 
new four-year term on the Atomic 
Energy Commission. . 

The 55-to-24 vote overturned 
recommendations of the Senate 
members of the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee. They 
had recommended by a 5-4 vote 
that the Senate refuse to ap- 
prove Pike. 

The Senate action returns Pike 
to the post he ahd held from 
early 1947 to last June 30, when 
he was force d to step out when 
his nomination for a new term hit 
a Senate snag. : 

Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa, one of the five committee- 
men who recommended against 
confirmation, told the Senate to- 
day that Pike did not “measure, 
up” to AEC requirements. 
Senator ' McMahon (Dem.), 
Connecticut, joint committee 
chairman, led the fight to return 
Pike to the commission. He said 
he was “at loss” to know who ob- 
jection had been raised against 
the Maine Republican. 

President Truman _ submitted 
Pike’s nomination to the Senate 
last June 19.

SOUTH KOREANS 
BREAK BACKS OF 
RED GUERRILLAS

SOMEWHERE IN KOREA, July 
10 (UP)—The South Koreans deal 
out quick punishment to sus- 
pected Communist guerrillas be- 
hind their lines. They break their 
backs, then execute them. 

United Nations Military Ob- 
server R. J. Rankin of sAustralia 
and I discovered this today when 
we came upon two open trucks 
parked in front of a grove. over- 
looking a river. 

At first glance, the passengers 
might have been mistaken for 
picnickers. But not for long. 
Some 40 persons were crouched 
on all fours in the back of one 
of the trucks. A Korean police- 
man stood in the middle of this 
mass and crashed the butt of his 
American rifle on the back of 
one after another of the kneeling 
men. 

Their backs broke with a sick- 
ening’ crunch which could be 
(heard 100 yards away. 

Rankin hunted up an English- 
speaking policeman and asked an 
explanation. 

“Guerrillas,” said the police- 
man with a gesture at their backs. 
“We bang bang in woods.” 

He indicated the prisoners 
would be taken to a nearby wood 
and executed. But it seemed un- 
likely that many would live long 
enough for the formal execution. 


Air Assaults Cutting Supplies 
Of Red Korea, General Asserts 


Gasoline and Ammuni- 
tion of Enemy Becom- 


ing Short,’ U.S. Chief 
Says. 


TOKYO, July 10 (AP) — Lt. 
Gen. George E. Stratemeyer said 
today “the great effort of our 
ground forces, the Navy and Far 


East Air Forces has stopped” the 
North Koreans. 


The Far East Aid Force’s com- 

mander said no targets beyond 
Communist North Korea would 
be bombed. But, he added, all 
military targets within that boun- 
dary will be attacked around the 
clock. 
‘ Attrition bombing is being felt 
by the Korean Reds, Stratemeyer 
said, adding “vital supplies such 
as gasoline and ammunition are 
known to be short and becoming 
short in many localities.” 

Three groups of B-29 bombers 
are here or are .on the way. 
Stratemeyer said Marine forces, 
en route, are bringing their own 
air power, adding: 

“I will use all F-51s (Mustang 
fighters) and F-80s (jet fighters) 
I can get.” 

Praises Jets. 

He said the speedy jet fighters 
had proved their value in battle 
and had accomplished every type 
of assigned mission, including 
close support for group troops. 

Stratemeyer said Allied air- 
craft had inflicted “unknown but 
considerable losses” on North 
Korean group troops. He strong- 
ly denied reports that jet planes 
were too speedy for such action. 

“The jet,” he said, “has per- 
formed magnificently. We have 
been able to perform all missions 
with the jets that we have been 
called upon to do, including close 
support of ground forces.” 

He said his men had not found 
many North Korean planes on 
the airfields and he did not know 
where they had gone. He credit- 
ed his flyers with shooting down 
17 of them in combat. 


The air general said there was | 


no consideration of using giant 
B-36 bombers in the Far East. 

Stratemeyer confided that his 
airmen had wanted to start oper- 
ations agairst the Korean Reds 
two days before they did. But, 
he said, they were not author- 
ized to do so.

Heavy troop casualties were 
noted. 

Forty-six tanks were destroyed 
or damaged, said a Far East Air 
Force (F.E.A.F.) communique. 
That brought total air claims of 
123 tanks knocked out in two 
weeks of war. 

The Communist columns were 
moving bumper to bumper toward 
the front south of Chonan—50 
miles from Seoul. 

Bridges, Supplies Pounded. 

The communique said the ex- 
panded air program pounded Red 
bridges and supply lines the 
breadth of the wartorn Asian pe- 
ninsula. 

Its “marked success,” said the 
communique, “was attributed to 
co-ordinated air and ground con- 
trol of air operations” permitting 
fast concentration of aerial fire- 
power on points where it was 
needed. 

Lt. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer 
said Allied planes, including Aus- 
tralian, in 15 days have de- 
stroyed or damaged 123 North» 
Korean tanks, 41 planes and a 
vast amount of other equipment, 
They have flown 1570 sorties. 

Gen, Stratemeyer, commander 
of the F.E.A.F., reported United 
States Air Force combat losses 
for that period total 20 combat 
and five transport planes. Nine 
American airmen have been 
killed, five wounded and 12 are 
missing. 

Day and Night Raids. 

The F.E.A.F. commander told 
reporters planes will fly day and 
night against the North Koreans. 
The stepped-up air attack, Strate- 
meyer said, “will shortly make 
itself felt in no unmistakable 
terms, Vital ‘North Korean) sup- 
plies such as gasoline and ammu- 
nition are known to be short in 
many localities, Strategic strikes 
on rail, bridge and highway com- 
munications already have brought 
numerous reports of bottlenecks 
in North Korean transportation.” 

Stratemeyer said air reinforce- 
ments are here or en route, in- 
cluding three groups of B-29 
sqperfortresses and United States 
Marine planes.

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U.S. REPORTED READY 
TO ASK JAPAN FOR BASES, 
RIGHT TO MOVE TROOPS 


NEW YORK, July 10 (AP). 
HE New York Times said 
today the American Gov- 
ernment will ask Japan to 

grant this country long-term 

rights to hold military bases 
and move troops within the 
empire. 

These special privileges 
would be part ofa quick peace | 
settlement that might be a 
temporary arrangement pend- 
ing a final peace treaty, the 
article said. 

The Times said events in 
Korea had reinforced Ameri- 
can leaders who wanted such 
rights—including Secretary of 
Defense Louis Johnson. It 
also is believed to have swung 
over others who were not con- 
vinced before. 

The Korean war apparently 
'has inclined Premier Shigeru 
Yoshida of Japan in the same 
direction, the Times said. 

The right to maintain and 
move troops was felt necessary 
because bases by themselves 
would be vulnerable to atomic 
attack.

A Tribute to Keyes Beech 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I enjoyed your editorial reference to 
Keyes Beech, the Chicago Daily News 
and Post-Dispatch correspondent. Per- 
haps the Post-Dispatch’s readers would 
' appreciate one other brief reference to 
Beech. Keyes was a Marine Corps com- 
bat correspondent during World War II. 
He was attached to the Twenty-eighth 
Marine regiment, the outfit which took 
Mount Suribachi on IWo Jima. 

Beech was the first correspondent to 
ascend the mountain and-was present 
when the now historic flag-raising phe- 
tograph was taken. Prior to the war 
he had been a newspaper man, and a 
. Bood one, for many years. After it, he 
remained overseas on his present assign- 
ment. 

Keyes, like most honest and conscien- 


~. tious reporters, went where the news 


was, where the troops of the line went. 
If he knew I was passing on this com- 
ment on his activities, he would be, 
surprised. Throughout the time I knew 
him—on Iwo and elsewhere—he wrote 
‘with painstaking accuracy and with a 
quiet understatement. 

He was not interested in panoramic: 
type stories of broad actions and strate- 
gies. He was interested in what ‘the 
men-on-the-line were doing and think- 
ing and feeling. He had the knack of 
- doing what they did and talking their 
language. 

I hesitate to use the word “b@ave,” 
because I can see Keyes scoffing at it. 
He was as afraid as any of us were, but 
when he got at a typewriter in a fox- 
hole his thoughts became clear and un- 
dramatic. I don't know how well or 


_ badly we will do in Korea, in a fighting 


sense, but I am glad that men like 
Beech are around to do the telling— 
and that his stories will occasionally be - 
available to us in the Post-Dispatch. 

I rather think he remembers Suri- 
bachi and dirty, tired men—and remem- 
bers that in spirit it is really the same 
_ type of men who are fighting now in 

. the rains and rice paddies and curious 
loneliness-amid-chaos of Korea.

Needs in Korea 


The third week of the Korean war starts with 
better news. Fighting its way out of Red en- 
circlement, the otherwise unnamed “Lost Bat- 
talion” has rejoined its companion American 
units. Our Air Force is now bombing Commu- 
nist Korean Jines and supply bases on a 24- 
hour basis. — 

This enlarged use of air power, coupled with 
an increase in the use of American ground troops 
and artillery, has for the time being at least 
slowed down if not halted the Red drive. Thus, 
the aggressors’ thrust now is brought up some 
50 miles south of Seoul. 

To visualize what this means in terms of 
American areas it would be as if a Communist- 
held Michigan State lay above the thirty-eighth 
parallel and Indiana, approximately the size of 
the Republic of South Korea, set up by U.N., ex- 
tended under it. Since Seoul is just below the 
U.N. boundary, the invaders have virtually the 
depth of Indiana, from North to South, to trav- 
el in order to win their objective. : 

The aggressors are not going to travel any- 
thing like as fast as they had hoped. With more 
defending air, ground and naval forces, ordered 
in under the authority of U.N., the support for 
the South Koreans is rapidly taking better form. 
Up to now, the small number of American sol- 
diers fighting on the ground against the invad- 
ing hordes have had to take heavy punishment. 


In all probability, the worst is still a long 
way from over. Trained by the Russians, and 
leavened with guerrilla fighters, the North Ko- 
reans are hardened field troops of fair caliber. 
Our troops, softened by occupation duty and 
with only a few World War II veterans among 
them, are by comparison poorly prepared for the 
struggle in which they are engaged. 

Why? Let's begin at the end of World War IT 
when the best land force this nation ever cre- 
ated was wrecked in a mad demobilization. 
Most of those who stayed in were put on occu- 
pation duty—turned into policemen, teachers, 
administrators, semisocial workers and care- 
takers. They had to handle displaced persons, 


- repatriate our military dead, and guard and dis- 


pose of vast stores of surplus army materiel. 
Recruiting fizzled out. The reserves were largely 
neglected. And the people decided against uni- 
versal military training. 

The Air Force and the Navy got the limelight 
with their fight over strategic bombing and the 
B-36 versus jet interceptor. That sensational 
controversy, plus other developments, nurtured 
the fantasy that any future war would be just a 
few fellows manning in safety the push buttons 
of various Buck Rogers contraptions. 

There would be countless atomic bombs flown 
in world-girdling planes, guided missiles of al- 
most human intelligence, radar networks capa- 
ble of infallible detection of enemy planes, 
schnorkeling submarines, antitank weapons that 
would put armored divisions back with the horse 
cavalry, deadly .germs and mysterious nerve 
gases. All these may come some day but right 
now it is the fighting man who is needed. 

These are some of the reasons why the Army 
~-the foot-sloggers with hand carried weapons— 
put readiness at arms too far down on the list. 
This is, in part at least, why the’ Army has not 
been able to employ more of its personnel as 
a trained defense force, yet ready to take the 
offensive at the first alert. 
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Complete Works of McCarthy 


‘All along, the newspapers have been pub- 
lishing Senator McCarthy’s works of the imagi- 
nation as if he were a best-seller, like Zane 
Grey, or Edgar Rice Burroughs, or somebody. 
Well, it seems that Senator McCarthy is not 
a best-seller after all. He is not even a good- 
seller. In fact he is not as much as a fair-to- 
middling-seller. He is a punk-seller. 


Outside of Senator McCarthy’s sensational 
yarns about the State Department, his best 
known work of literature is a housing article 
which he wrote at a $10,000 fee for the Lustron 
corporation. It was printed in booklet form by 
Lustron and offered for sale at 29 cents a 
copy. Total sales were 15,000, or less than one 
day’s circulation of a very small newspaper 
indeed. The Senator's publishers, with $12,762 in 
this deal, including the cost of printing, came 
out with a net loss of $8412. 

So we,.do not expect that Senator McCarthy 
will be tapped for the Book-of-the-Month Club, 
or hailed as the literary find of the year, or 
even of the week before last. If an author 
is a drug on the market at 29 cents he can’t be 
reaching a wide popular audience, and that's all 
there is to it. 
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Uncle Sam has ordered three of his wartime 
rubber plants back into operation, bringing the 
total to 18, to produce synthetic at about 182 
cents a pound. The move is intended to take 
some of the bounce out of natural rubber which 
is selling for 31 cents a pound. 
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A Notable Woman 


Mrs. Mary McLeod Bethune can look back over 
three quarters of a century that are rich in 
sacrifice and accomplishment. Honored on her 
seventy-fifth birthday by Bethune-Cookman col- 
lege, which she founded with $1.50 in cash and 
her indomitable hopes, she has made life better 
for having herself lived it. This distinguished 
Negro American has accomplished in one life- 
time the journey “from the humblest cabin in 
the land ... to a place of honor and influence 
among the world's eminent.” Those are the 
words with which the honorary degree of doctor 
of humanities was conferred upon her by Rollins 
College at Winter Park, Fla., last year. 

What Mrs. Bethune has done and what she 
stands for in American life are an inspiration 
for an all-too-little-inspired period in the life of 
the race, Caucasian and Negro alike. If she 
could accomplish what she has accomplished 
despite the forbidding circumstances that sur- 
rounded her, surely the lowering protiems of a 
divided world can be surmounted too. 

Mrs. Bethune was born in the rice fields of 
South Carolina, one of a family of 17 children 
and the one chosen to get an education. A patron 
sent her to college. When she started the college 
that bears her name—Bethune-Cookman, in Day- 
tona Beach, Fla.—all she had was a house rented 
for $11 a month, and five dry goods boxes 
which her five students, sitting. on the floor, 
used for desks. She taught school during the 
day and wrote articles at night to finance her 
work; her students gave plays and sold ice 
cream and potato pies to help the school. 

President Franklin Roosevelt made her direc- 
tor of Negro affairs for the National Youth 
Administration and she was his advisor op 
minority groups for eight years. She was first 
president of the National Association of Teachers 
in Colored Schools, president of the National 
Association of Colored Women, founded the Na- 
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tional Council of Negro Women, and has received 
the Spingarn and other awards for distinguished 
service. To Mrs. Bethune on her seventy-fifth 
birthday, appreciation and thanks. The greatness 
of this country is the composite of lives which, 
like hers, have themselves contained the essen- 
tials of greatness. 


Two Politicians Join Up 

Two politicians—Barak Mattingly, a Repub- 
lican, and Anton Sestrie, a Democrat—have an- 
nounced that they favor the adoption of the new 
city charter. Thus they are bucking their of- 
fice-holding colleagues of both parties who have 
shown that they are more interested in patron- 
age and privilege than in good government. 

This is proof that the political opposition will 
be unable to maintain its lines intact down to 
the voting date of Aug. 1. A shortsighted view 
of personal advantage will induce some ward 
heelers to try to preserve such solidarity. Other 
politicians, however, are bound to raise their 
eyes a little higher and put the city’s welfare 
ahead of their own. Still others, less unself- 
ish, will realize that it just is not smart to op- 
pose a popular and fundamental reform. If they 
want the people’s votes in the future, they: will 
conclude, they had better join the people's 
crusade now. 

The standpatters probably will use every po- 
litical trick they know to beat the charter. Mis- 
representation and worse may be expected. Still, 
we feel confident that those supporting the 
charter —and espegially the Freeholders who 
wrote it—will prove fully able to point out all 
its advantages and to repel the inevitable at- 
tacks. High-minded politicians and smart ones 
will think twice. 
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Disturbing Vote in Germany 

The large vote won by the newly-licensed 
Refugee party in an election in Schleswig-Hol- 
stein in the British zone of Germany marks an 
important defeat for an Allied occupation pol- 
icy. For the Allies had hoped that by prevent- 
ing German-stock refugees from Eastern Europe 
from forming political parties in the first years 
of the occupation, it would be possible to speed 
the refugees’ integration into western Germany. 

But the Refugee party won nearly one-fourth 
of the vote in the first election in which it was 
permitted to participate, and thereby showed 
that discontented German refugees still think 
of themselves as refugees first, and only second 
as citizens of Western Germany. 

This pattern is likely to be repeated else- 
where when the Refugee party extends its opera- 
tions, for Alfred Loritz, the messiah of the dis- 
gruntled, received about that proportion of the 
vote in Bavaria, and it was the refugees to 
whom he appealed. : 

There may be important implications for the 
future in this formation of a refugee political 
bloc. If the bloc solidifies, it will be a very 
strong third in the German political scene, be- 
hind the Christian Democrats and the Social 
Democrats. It would hold the balance of power 
determining West Germany’s future course, and 
would be a potent focus of discontent. 

This is an ominous sign, for such a situation 
would be a continuing source of ferment. If 
West Germany is to achieve stability, the ref- 
ugees must come to feel that they are West 
Germans... They must have housing, food, jobs 
equal to those of other West Germans. These 
the refugees do not have now, in most eases. 
They must have help, and most of the help will 
have to come from outside Germany. 
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Spot-Zoning Before the Mayor 

To his credit, Mayor Darst said “No” to the 
proposal that a tract of land on the northwest 
edge of the city be declared “blighted” in order 


'-to qualify for tax exemption in housing develop- 
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ment. His decision to back up the City Plan 
Commission must have been one reason why the 
Board of Aldermen buried the proposal by send- 
ing it back to committee. 

The mayor has another opportunity to stand 
up for sound principles of city planning when he 
considers the ordinance to rezone the northeast 
corner ‘of Lindell boulevard and Euclid avenue 
as commercial property. The site is now zoned 
for apartments and residential hotels. To change 
the designation for the benefit of a single com- 
mercial enterprise would be spot-zoning plain 
and simple. If the new zoning ordinance is to 
be riddled with spot-zoning, it will turn out no 
better than the old. 

In the nature of things, an alderman who in- 
troduces a spot-zoning bill can expect favorable 
treatment under the old rule of “aldermanic 
courtesy.” But somebody has to speak for the 
city as a whole. It is the mayor’s job to repre- 
sent the city at large rather than any particular 
ward. If he believes in effective zoning—some- 
thing that is vital to his program of orderly 
urban redevelopment—he will back up the Plan 
Commission again, and veto this bill. 
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A Matter of Barrels 

A luncheon club speaker not long ago told his 
audience that this country faces a clean-cut 
choice between the cracker barrel and the pork 
barre]. 

Explaining his figure, as luncheon club speak- 
ers usually do, the man said the cracker barrel 
symbolizes the spirit of our forefathers, who 
maintained a stout interest in their Government 
and kept a close eye on their legislators. The 
pork barrel—well, obviously, that’s the spirit of 
today, in which people have a tendency “to 
think and act in terms of group interests rather 
than the national interest.” 

A generation which gets its pork wrapped in 
cellophane and its crackers done up in fancy 
boxes owes its predecessors proper respect, but 
this business of assuming that all virtue resided 
in the past can be overdone. As a matter of 
fact, the pork barrel, speaking in a political 
sense, was invented by our revered forefathers. 
If the full truth were known, more raids on the 
pork barrel were probably plgnned around the 
cracker barrel than the histery books show. 

Even in the books, American history ig the 
story of Henry Clay and “internal improve- 
ments” (translate to “publie works” or “boon- 
doggling”); of bounteous land grants given the 
Western railroads (translation: “subsidies” and 
“handouts”); of free homesteads for settlers 
(translation: “subsidized socia? security”); and of 
high tariffs to protect our industries from for- 
eign competition (translation: “artificial price 
support”). 

By and large, the American people have 
always believed in using Government to serve 
the general welfare. There have been, and 
there are, conflicts between group interest and 
national interest. They have te be tackled and 
justly settled. But we doubt if the solution of 
these issues was any easier or wiser for coming 
from a cracker barrel.

The problem of what highways of the 
future will be grows out of the amazing 
changes in highway travel and facilities 
for highway travel which have occurred 
since Henry Ford decided that the auto- 
mobile was destined to be more than a toy 
of the rich. 

Mr. Ford developed that conviction soon 
after Woodrow Wilson forecast depth of 
class. feeling reflecting use of automobiles 
by a small class of wealthy people. That 
was about the time at which Chicago's 
police chief advised owners of closed cars 
not to turn on any lights within their cars 
because their possession of luxury vehicles 
might cause violence at the hands of the 
less fortunate classes, 

Till the second decade of the present 
century roadsides did not commend them- 
selves to industries as profitable channels 


‘of advertising. Doan advertised his kidney 


pills on trees, telephones and roadside 
barns. Sloan advertised his horse liniment 
in the same way. Other proprietary medi- 
cines and axle grease were so recom- 
mended to farmers, but country roads still 
were not of much interest to big business. 
No national lobby provided with virtually 
unlimited financial means existed to con- 
trol state legislatures in behalf of its plan 
to use public property for advertising. 

Three evils of highways nowadays are 
lobby-protected advertising, uglifying road- 
side enterprises and unregulated access to 
main roads. The three evils are associated 
and, in ill-effect, inseparable. 


Parkways and Toll Roads 


As a result of the National Roadside ¢ 


Council and allied agencies having failed 
to achieve victories sufficiently determina- 


tive to give ground for hope that the out-- 


door advertising lobby will soon, or even- 
tually, be defeated in state legislatures, 
two varieties of special purpose highways 
have sprung into existence. One is the 
parkway in which the State of New York 
is a leader. The other is the toll road 
which is exemplified by the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike. 

Neither is an ideal solution of the prob- 
lem which triumphs of the outdoor adver- 
tising lobby over objectors to roadside 
advertising pose. 

The parkway is perfect as a device of 
those who seek revenge upon the outdoor 
advertising lobby and‘ upon the farmer 
who leases billboard sites. But it has one 


great disadvantage. It deprives the driver 
of the entertainment value and the edu- 
cative value of the culture of the area:that 
is reflected in the character of land use 
along the way; the view of homes and 
farms, which in any well-managed farming 
region is a source of pleasure. 


In addition it blots out distant scenes. 
As far as the parkway goes—one from New 
York City to the Canada line is planned— 
the traveler sees nothing but trees. His 
eyes are imprisoned. The prison walls 
are pretty, but he cannot see beyond them. 


The Pennsylvania Turnpike does not 
wall off the face of the earth with trees. 
It does not wholly exclude advertising. It 
traverses a highly scenic area and the 
driver’s vistas which I have seen are un- 
marred by billboards. 


Will the Lobby Always Win? 


The great advantage of the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike—over which I drove from Bed- 
ford, Penn., to Mount Pleasant, Penn., for 
the contrast between the famous toll road 
and a minor road.over which I had driven 
to Berkley Springs—is limited access and 
reduction of danger at access points by the 
nature of entrances to the turnpike. An- 
other great advantage is moderateness of 
grades and curves. At one point a tunnel 
goes through a mountain to avoid grades 
and curves. 

If only passenger cars were driven on 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike any careful 
driver could safely travel at. much higher 
speed than is safe on the typical highway. 
But because it offers to trucks the advan, 
tage of a broad road, East and West lanes 
separate, there is a good deal of interfer- 
ence with faster traffic by trucks. 

An attorney for a national organizatio. 
which has for many years bitterly fought 
roadside advertising expressed to me the 
pessimistic opinion that the roadside ad- 
vertisers’ lobby would always defeat state 
legislation by getting bills killed or by con- 
trolling enforcement. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
decided some years ago that the right of 
the public to freedom from impingement 
upon its right to use public property, in- 
cluded the right to be free of the annoy- 
ance of billboards. Thus, the most re- 
strictive of state laws was upheld, but be- 
cause of the character of enforcement the 


law did not have the results which were 


expected of it by its proponents, winners 
of a bitterly waged war.

THE LITTLE PRINCESSES, by Marion Crawford. (Har- 
court, Brace & Co., 314 pgs., $3.50.) 

A book which should be immediately 
popular is .““‘Thé Little Princesses,” the 
story of Princesses Elizabeth and Margaret 
of England. Governess of the royal chil- 
dren for 17 years, Miss Crawford presents 
the princesses as they really are, two nor- 
mal, attractive girls with all the natural 
instincts of their age and sex, forced by 
their birth and the abdication of their 
uncle into a position of prominence and 
privilege. 

Here, told with restraint and good taste, 
is the intimate story of the two princesses 
from the time Princess Elizabeth was five 
until after the birth of Prince Charles. 
Miss Crawford herself was only 22 when 
she joined the household of the then Duke 
and Duchess of York. It was a very happy 
family, which centered about the two girls. 
They lived simply, almost austerely. The 
Duke and Duchess rarely dined out and

When their 
uncle abdicated and they moved to Buck- 
ingham Palace “which was like camping 
in some museum” they were forced more 
and more to forego their family life for 
their royal duties. When war came, the 
children lived at Windsor Castle, 25 miles 
from London, and saw their parents only 
on weekends and holidays. 


Miss Crawford alwayy presents the royal 
family as human beings—not as the super- 
human royal symbols which some people 
think they are. In the last part of the 
book when she discusses Princess Eliza- 
beth’s courtship, Miss Crawford shows how 
littie a princess has to herself. When 
Princess Elizabeth herself did not know if 
Prince Philip loved her, the newspapers 
were speculating about the date of the 
wedding and what the King and Queen 
thought of Prince Philip. As Princess 
Margaret said, “Poor Lil! Nothing of your 
own, not even your own love affair.” 

According to Miss Crawford, the cnly 
time the royal family can relax and be 
themselves is when they are at their coun- 
try homes. Otherwise they move continu- 
ously in a spotlight, with almost no 
privacy. 

No American reader is likely to envy 
the privileges of this family once he under- 
stands the obligations and boring necessi- 
ties that go with them.

|how unprepared military men in 
‘the Far East were for the Com- 


munist attack. McCardle, an able 
and conscientious reporter, says 


that in South Korea there was a} 


determined complacence about 
the military menace of the Com- 
munists. And this was true in 
spite of reports of the massing 
of troops and tanks in North Ko- 
rea. 


Military Overconfindence. 


Col. Sterling Wright, acting 
commander of the American mili- 
tary advisory group of 500 in 
South Korea, said our Korean 
intelligence was so good that we 
knew 24 hours in advance every 
move the North Koreans had in 
mind, He expressed the view that 
there would be sufficient warn- 
ing of an attack so that mines 
could be laid to stop any Com- 
munist tanks which might get 
through. 

So strong was the confidence 
in the highest military quarters 
in Tokyo that the invasion was 
considered to be no more than a 
raid in strength for the first 24 
hours. The North Koreans would 
retreat as soon as they met ef- 
fective resistance. 

It is easy—far too easy—to 


opinion, there was too little agree- 
ment on the course to be fol- 
lowed. And optimistic and some- 
times boasting statements were a 
substitute for vital decisions and 
action urgently required. 

The Korean attack brought a 
surface agreement just as did 
the sneak attack by the Japanese 
on Pearl Harbor. But there is still 
a deep division over our goals 
and how to achieve them. 

Evidence of this is seen in the 
action of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee cutting down 
the Point Four program almost to 
zero. The logic of Senators Taft 
and Wherry is that if we need 
more money for guns and planes, 
then obviously we can’t spare 
any for technical aid to indus- 
trially backward peoples. 


What Goes On in Asia. 


But if we are to win in the 
struggle with Commmunism, one 
is almost as important as the 
other. To resist the armed Com- 
munist enemy is obviously vital. 
It is nearly as important to win 
the loyalty of Asian peoples who 
have lived so long at a sub- 
merged level. If they once get 
the idea that we are interested 
solely in force, then no amount 
of force that we can bring to 
bear will be sufficient to hold 
the line for a civilization based 
on the freedoms of the West. 
It is late, as the Korean war has 
shown. But perhaps it is not 
too late to try to understand the 
meaning of what is happening 
in Asia.

Grass Is Growing at 


The Algonquin Club. 

OR a time this summer the 

fairways at Algonquin were

“In a 2-to-1 decision, the court 
ruled that the AFL is not a 
“fabor organization” within the 
Meaning of the section of the 
Taft-Hartley law governing the 
filing of non-Communist affida- 
vits. 

The law requires that union of- 
ficers swear they are not Commu- 
hists before the union can use 
thé services of the National Labor | 
Rélations Board in elections and. 
such. Officers of the AFL have | 
fitted such affidavits. | 

"Fhe ruling, however, did not. 
upset the requirement that offi- 
cers of the locals and their parent 
national or international unions 
Yhust file non-Communist affida- 
vits. 

‘Locals Call the Strikes.’

“The first task in planning for 
stream basin development,” it 
\was said, “should be an inven- 
tory of the problems and re- 
sources and a listing of them in 
their proper order of importance. 

Irrigation vs. Navigation. 

“In the Missouri river basin 
there is a continuing conflict be- 
|} tween the uses of water for irri- 
‘gation and navigation: there is 
apprehension in some quarters as 
to use of water for irrigation 
|versus domestic, municipal and 
industrial use. 

“There is an agricultural pro- 
gram for the Missouri basin be- 
fore Congress for authorization at 
,the present time;-in general this 
| appears to be a very desirable 
|program. There are certain land 
treatment measures proposed in 
the program, which, if carried out 
‘\in the upper part of the basin, 


|may reduce runoff.and hence de- 


crease the amount of water avail- 
able for irrigation. Thus another 
conflict appears to be in the 
offing.” 

There were other conflicts. it 
was said, as between navigation 
and flood control. “At the pres- 

ent time,” the Missouri policy- 
makers said, “‘the tendency seems 
to be to try to resolve all these 
conflicts and many more by leg- 
islation through political pres- 
sure, or by compromise between 
federal agencies without regard 
of physical and economic needs 
of the nation and basin. This sit- 
uation could be materially im- 
proved through establishment of 
proper policies implemented, per- 
haps, through a board of impar- 
tial analysis such as was sug- 
gested by the Hoover Commis- 
sion.” 

Prior to the actual beginning of 
any program of water resource 
development it should be re- 
viewed “to.determine if it is still 
in the public interest.” 

Against Piecemeal Funds. 

Requests for appropriations for 
such projects by federal agen- 
cies, after the review, “‘should not 
be made piecemeal in a fashion 
that obscures the eventual over- 
all cost of a project.” This would 
require an agency to ask for ap- 
propriation of the total estimated 
cost of a water control proposal 
at the outset, instead of building 
up the amount, piecemeal, over 
a period of years. 

“Each project should be justi- 
fied on the merit of its own pur- 
pose,” it was said. “It should 


on extended studies of stream 
control ‘and water use problems 
in Missouri. 

Other major recommendations 
in the Missouri declaration were: 
* A national resources survey 
should be made to guide the 
review and co-ordinating group 
-in questions of water resource 
"Management. 

Na, extensive project for the 
development or control of a- 
natural resource should be un- 
dertakeh until the fact of a 
wide actual need for it is 
soundly established, or until 
future benefits can be esti- 
mated beyond question. 

Since “federal administration 
of water resources will inevit- 
ably lead to federal control,’ 
‘any governmental procedure 
“must go the length and 
breadth necessary to serve the 
public welfare, provided it does 
not exceed the limits of demo- 
cratic principles nor move be- 

yond the understanding or ap- 

a of the people.” 


It should be the policy of the 
Federal Government that the 
flowing waters of any state are 
natural arteries of travel, and 
as such their status should be 
clarified to establish the rights 
of the general public to travel 
a stream and banks for non- 
commercial uses. 

In the federal development 
of water resourtes and their 
lated natural resources, the 
nterested and responsible agen- 
cies of the federal and state 
Governments should be orsan- 
ized in close and true co-opera- 
tion for planning the terms and 
scope of the projects and in 
carrying out their devclopment. 
In connection with the recom- 
mendation for close co-operation 
between the Federal and State 
Governments, on a legal-or statu- 
tory basis, Gov. Smith pointed 
out that the state now has no 
actual control over federal de- 

velopment of its streams. 


Committee a Voluntary Unit. 

While the various states in the 
Missouri river basin, for instance,

; The declaration said there were 
two fundamental deficiencies in 
present national water policy 
which must be corrected. 

-The first and most serious de- 
ficiency, it was said, “is the ab- 
sence of any comprehensive, busi- 


not lean upon the subjects of 
other projects for support. We 
often see projects of excellent 
purpose in their own right, claim- 
ing multiple benefits attributable 
to other projects. This is con- 
fusing to the people and in the 
long run it weakens the public 
confidence.” 

Local and regional welfare 
should be in important considera- 
tion in the evaluation of a pro}- 
ect. “Many projects cause heavy 
local damages for the sake of es- 
timated benefits to other areas 
sometimes very distant,” the dec- 
laration said. “The full economic 
and social impacts of such dam- 
ages are never fully measured 
or fully paid for. 

“Should we be so enthusiastic 
about increased production (such 
as through irrigation) at a time 
when the Federal Government 
holds $3,520,000,000 worth of sur- 
plus agricultural projects?” the 
statement continued. “If we do 
need increased production, can 
it be brought about more nearly 
in the national interest by put- 
ting new land into production by 
irrigation or by improving and 
conserving land now in produc- 
tion? 

For Realistic Calculation. 

“Ratios of cost and benefits for 
water projects should be wholly 
realistic,” it was said. “Too often 
we have seen the cost of a proj- 
ect figured in narrow and incon- 
clusive terms while the values 
of benefits, many of them theo- 
retical, were expanded to hope- 
ful expectancy. There is little 
moral profit for wishful thinking 
and none at all for propaganda 
in the cost-benefit ratio of a 
project which must long bear 
public scrutiny. 

“The good will of the people 
thrives best in the ground of 
naked honesty.” 

While not proposing any par- 
ticular division, the policy state- 
ment suggested local interests 
should contribute a portion of 
the costs of flood control proj- 
ects “commensurate with the net 
local benefits.” 

As to participation by the Fed- 
eral Government in navigation. 
the report said it should be the 
federal policy to develop naviga- 
tion “to the extent that our trans- 
portation system will best serve 
the interests of our nation from 
beth an economical and a se- 
curity viewpoint.”

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More Changes Wrought by MacArthur in Five Years Than in Previous 2000 


By Bob Considine 


This is the second of a series of 
articles on General MacArthur, 
who, at 70, has been called to 
serve his country again by direct- 
ing the fighting in Korea. 


HE recent return of 70-year- 
T oid Douglas MacArthur to his 

familiar warrior’s trappings 
interrupted his almost historically 
unique administrator’s role. The 
colorful, courageous man who 
was forced to wage during 1941- 
45 what he sometimes bitterly 
calls “my ‘five and ten’ war,” has 
created more changes in Japan in 
less than five years than took 
place in the previous 2000 years. 
He has worked swift miracles of 
revision that have no parallel. 


Even his arrival as their con- 
queror puzzled the Japanese, 
whose propaganda mills had been 
calling him a fierce devil since 
the days, years before, when he 
had retired from the United 
States Army to become field mar- 
shal of the tiny but vigorous 
Philippine Commonwealth forces. 


MacArthur, the conqueror, ar- 
rived by unarmed plane at At- 
sugi Airport (Yokohama) late in 
August, 1945. He stood for a 
moment on the top step of the 
portable stairway placed against 
the door of his C-54 and sucked 
soberly on his burned-out corn- 
cob pipe. Then he walked to the 
ground and strolled through the 
officers, officials and others who 
had come to watch his historic 
arrival. 

“This seems to be the last pay- 
off,” he.remarked. But it was 
just the beginning of new and 
difficult tasks for this tireless 
public servant. 

At the New Grand Hotel in 
Yokohama that night, MacArthur 
entered upon one of the most ex- 
citing jobs ever offered to a man. 
The well-equipped core of the 
Japanese army was still armed. 
The teeming populace, spiritual- 
ly conditioned to fight to the 
death if called upon, waited for 
a command. 

The transportation arteries of 
Japan lay bleeding and _ torn, 
isolating one burned-out city 
from another, making cohesion 
more difficult to achieve. And in 
a palace near Tokyo sat a glum 
little man named Hirohito, wor- 
shiped as a deity. A nod of his 
head, at this pregnant moment 
would have brought death to 
MacArthur and his little landing 
force and produced the last and 
by all odds bloodiest battle of a 
depleting war. 

With the document-signing on 
the deck of the Missouri out of 
the way, MacArthur quickly in- 
dicated Hirohito’s future role in 
Japan by ordering the combined 
spiritual and temporal leader to 
call upon him. The Emperor be- 
came, in effect, an aide—Mac- 
Arthur’s most valued one. 

It probably was at this first 
meeting (they have met subse- 
quently hardly half a dozen times) 
that MacArthur audaciously 
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WITH SHIRT COLLAR OPEN, GENERAL MacARTHUR SIGNS A HiIS- 
TORICAL DOCUMENT—THE JAPANESE SURRENDER. 


broached the ques‘ion of Hiro~ 
hito’s renouncing his claim to 
deification. 

Whatever he said must have 
been compelling, for the Em- 
peror’s subsequent decision to 
tell his people that he was not 
God snapped history’s longest 
line of spiritual: succession. His 
humble acquiescence :n respect to 
MacArthur’s superior temporal 
rule broke precedence iron clad 
since before the time of Christ.

AREFULLY weighing the vol- 
C ume of advice and, soon 

enough, eriticisms*directed 
against him by the Russians on 
the Il1l-nation Allied council he 
headed, MacArthur pried Japan- 
ese feudalistic monopolists off the 
backs of the .peasantry, secured 
freedom of speech and assembly 
for the Japanese people, instituted 
suffrage for women, remodeled 
school textbooks and installed 
English as a second language. 

By the end of six short, in- 
credible months, Maj. Gén. 
Charles A. Willoughby, MacAr- 
thur’s towering intelligence chief, 
predicted confidently that the Ja- 
pan which had fought so savagely 
against America would be its 
loyal ally in the event of a war 
between the United States and 
U.S.S.R. 

MacArthur was the least ex- 


cited man in Japan in May, 1946, 
when Willoughby’s. men un- 
covered a plot by remnants of 
Japanese hot-heads to assassinate 
him. The Japanese government 
promptly expressed its ‘“‘embar- 
rassment.” 

He was equally unperturbed in 
January, 1947, when he personally 
disarmed an insane Jap who at- 
tempted to assault him with a 
wooden sword. 

His chief concern as adminis- 
trator and resuscitator of Japan 
always has been mmunist in- 
trusion. 

In its short, profitable week’s 
participation in a war which the 
A-bombs on Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki had already stopped, the Red 
army rounded up several hundred 
thousand Japanese troops, 

A great number of these were 
taken immediately to Manchuria, 
some for the purposes of slave 
labor but many others for “train- 
ing.” When sufficiently “trained,” 
these latter were sent back—as 
Communist obstructionists. 

While, at home, there was al- 
ways a certain element of doubt 
as to where some top United 
States officials stood on the ques- 
tion of Communism, MacArthur's 
stand became abundantly clear. 
On the first anniversary of the 
Missouri signing he warned the 
Japanese people that unless they

He had fought against Philip- 
pine insurrectionists as a second 
lieutenant, and been an observer 
of the Russo-Japanese war in 1905 
—wherein, on one occasion, he 
was reprimanded for leading a 
Japanese platoon in a successful 
foray on an entrenched Russian 
gun position. 

He had weathered the crack of 
Mexican Mausers in 1914, com- 
manded the gallant Rainbow di- 
vision in World War I, had been 
superintendent of and reorgan- 
izer of West Point, had served 
as the army’s chief of staff un- 
der Presidents Hoover and Roose- 
velt, had waged and won a gruel- 
ling war in the Pacific, and 
through sheer skill and personal 
magnetism hadmade over a de- 
termined enemy into afriend. 

He was 67 years old, and few 
men of that age, if any, had 
ever continued to serve the Unit- 
ed States army. But he would 
not come home to_a country he 
had not seen since 1937. He 
would not come home, he said, 
“until the job is done.” But he 
left one loophole. “Extraordinary 
circumstances,” he said, would 
prompt him to return. 


The “extraordinary circum- 
stances” took the form of wide- 
spread formation of MacArthur- 
for-President clubs late in 1947 
and early the following year, at 
the insistence of his supporters, 
the General announced he would 
accept the nomination if it were 
offered him. It wasn’t. 

The General never lifted his 
hand to gain the nomination nor 
would he discuss politics in any 
form with anyone visiting Tokyo. 


Since election year, MacAr- 


thur has been confronted with - 


heavy responsibilities as the No. 
1 champion of democracy ‘in a 
Pacific world where poverty and 
heady promises have steadily 
nurtured the advance of Com- 
munist control. 

He has watched China’s 400,- 
000,000 people fall into Russia’s 
hands and observed the sweep of 
Communist vanguards from 
French Indochina to Singapore. 

At an age when most men 
grope for an easy chair, MacAr- 
thur, faced now by the serious 
Korean trouble, begins anew to 
serve his country’s interests with 
vigor and dispatch.

Needless to say, North would 
have made a great many tricks at 
his three-no-trump contract if 
East had led a spade (or a dia- 
mond or a club), but East made 
the very natural selection of his 
heart king, and when West sig- 
naled enthusiastically with the 
jack, East continued the suit and 
the defenders took the first five 
tricks. 

South said, somewhat bitterly, 
that since he had had an excellent 
two-club overeall, he had felt very 
safe in contracting for three no- 
trump after North volunteered to 
bid two no-trump. Surely, South 
observed, he had the right to 
count on North for a heart stop- 
per! 

By way of commenting on 
South’s feeling in the matter, let's 
see what happened at the other 
table: 

North East South West 
Pass 14 Pass 
2N.T. Pass 34@(!) Pass 
the Pass Sée(final bid) 


Here, South took a different 
view when North made the same 
bid of two no-trump! If North 
had a spade stopper, this South 
reasoned, along with the other 
material he needed for a bid over 
two clubs, there was good reason 
to fear a no-trump contract, be- 
cause if East was that weak in 
spades, he must have considerable 
strength elsewhere — and where 
was that most likely to be? 


Surely, in hearts, South's sin- 
gleton! So South took the pre- 
caution of cue-bidding spades, 
thus implying in one breath that 
he had a very good hand and that 
he had some reason to dislike no- 
trump. North, with nothing in 
hearts, now had a clear course, 
and took it. 

West made things as hard as 
possible for South by opening a 
heart instead of the spade queen, 
but South was not to be detoured. 
He ruffed out dummy’s hearts and 
drew the opposing trumps, then 
led ace, king and another dia-: 
mond, throwing East in. East's 
forced return, a low spade prop- 
erly ducked by South, insured the 
contract.
